APPROVED BILL BUT IT FITS us | 
NOT. 

What was apparently an effort to 

permit the county to build a county 


highway through incorporated towns 
and cities, was discovered Monday 
by Assistant District Attorney 
Hodge, among the bills that had 
been passed by the legislature and 
approved by the governor, but it is 
not the bill introduced by Assembly- 


man George H. Johnson of this coun- 


ty, and at present its exact meaning 


is uncertain, 

Assemblyman Johnson's bill di- 
rectly authorized the highway com- 
mission to carry a county highway 
through incorporated towns, and pay 


for it out of the highway bond mon- 


ey. ‘The bill approved does not do
